The Corn Exchange system 
comprises more than 60. Total 
resources of the Corn Exchange 
are approximately $300,000,000 
and those of National City ex- 
ceed $2,000,000,000. National 
City is now closely approached 
by the Guaranty Trust Co. in 
point of total resources, but this 
merger would put it well in the 
ead once more.

FOUR LEAVENWORTH POLICE 
ACCUSED OF TAKING BRIBES 


State Dry Agents Represented 
Selves as Liquor Runners; 
Three Confess.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Sept. 

19.—-Four Leavenworth policemen, 

arrested by investigators of the 


State Attorney-General’s office, to- 
day were charged with accepting 
bribes to protect the State agents 
who had represented themselves 
as Kansas City, Mo., bootleggers 
planning to run liquor into Leaven- 
worth. 

Authorities said three of the po- 
licemen, George Cummings, Fred 
Korth and John Clements, had ad- 
mitted taking the bribes. The 
fourth, C. W. Lytle, asserted he was 
innocent. 

Cummings is alleged to have re- 
ceived $75, while the other three 
are declared to have accepted 
bribes of $50 each from the State 
agents sent here to investigate re- 
ports that members of the police 
force were taking money to pro- 
tect bootleggers. 

The policemen were being held 
in the county jail.

One Print [Identifies a Man. 

The world’s foremost authorities 
are agreed that a single fingerprint 
is sufficient to establish identity 
beyond a shadow of doubt. Inquiry 
by the Post-Dispatch disclosed that 
this opinion is held by fingerprint 
experts of the Department of Jus- 
tice and the United States Army at 
Washington as well as of Scotland 
Yard and the Paris Police Bureau. 

The tell-tale bottle, a half-pint 
flask of clear glass and smelling 
of whisky, was taken to Police 
Headquarters Jan. 19, the day after 
the bank robbery. At the tims, 
Baldwin, proprietor of the notori- 
ous Plantation Inn at Wellston, as- 
sociate of gangsters and friend of 
politicians, was already in jall and 
identified as the slayer by George 
Hoech, bank bookkeeper, who last 
week viewed McGauley and de- 
clared he had made “a terrible 
mistake.” 

Constable Otto Frank of St. 
Louis County reported that he 
found the bottle on the floor of 
the tonneau of the service car used 
by the robbers and abandoned on 
a county road where a Deputy Con- 
stable discovered it soon after the 
robbery. ' 

Mark Carefully Preserved.

print, picked up the bottle ginger- 
ly, wrapped it in newspaper and 
put it in his office safe until he 
took it to St. Louis. According to 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser, the bot- 
tle was delivered to Lieut. Joyce

Joyce immediately copied 
the finger print from the bottle, 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser said, and 
compared it with prints“of men 
classified in the files as highway 
robbers and bank robbers. In the 
presence of Constable Frank, who 
had produced the bottle, the print 
was compared with Baldwin's print 
and found entirely dissimilar, 
Kaiser declared. Subsequently 18 
other suspects were arrested in the 
Overland and other bank robberies 
elsewhere in the country. their fin- 
ger prints were compared with that 
on the bottle, but did not tally 
with it. Kaiser related, but it did 
not occur to Joyce to inspect Mc- 
Gauley’s -prints because he was 
rated. in police jargon, as only “a 
petty larceny bum.” 

Acts on Ahrens’ Tip. 

The bottle print rested in Lieut. 
Joyce's “latent file’ for more than 
six months, until Aug. 14, when 
Lawrence Ahrens was arrested and 
persuaded to confess that McGau- 
ley and not Baldwin was the slayer 
of Cashier Phelps. Kaiser said he 
had forgotten the abandoned bot- 
tle until Ahrens remarked that Mc- 
Gauley had drained a half-pint of 
whisky »m approaching the Over- 
land Bank.

School Text Book Board 
Members Are Accused of 
Taking Gifts From Pub- 


lishers.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 19.— 
Gov. Flem D. Sampson and seven 
members of the State Textbook 
Commission were indicted today by 
the Franklin County grand jury of 


a charge of receiving gifts from 
publishers of textbooks. 

The ‘Text-book Commissioners 
named in the indictments were 
Frank V. McChesney, K. R. Cum- 
mins, Sam Walker, W. R. McCoy, 
Miss Delphia Evans, Robert J. 
Nickel and Mrs. George R. Smith. 

The indictments followed an in- 
vestigation covering a period of 
almost three weeks, in the course 
of which representatives of several 
text-book companies and members 
of the commission were before the 
grand jury. 

The indictments charge that the 
eight persons accused “unlawfully, 
knowingly and wilfully” received 
gifts from publishers of textbooks 
while serving as members of the 
zommission. 

The specification in the indict- 
ment was that various textbook 
publishers had given copies ' of 
books to each of those named in 
the indictment. A different com- 
pany was listed as having made 
these “gifts’ to each of the com- 
missioners and to the Governor, 
who is chairman of the commis- 
sion. 

Bond for the Governor and the 
commissioners was set at $250, and 
no date of trial was fixed. 

Gov. Sampson was called before 
the jury and was questioned for 
several hours in the course of the 
investigation, which followed ex- 
tended litigation over attempts of 
tee commission to adopt books for 
use in the Louisville public schools. 

One adoption was thrown out by 
the courts, and the commission has 
been engaged in attempting to 
make another. 

In the course of the litigation, 
the free textbook law passed in 
1928 in fulfillment of a campaign 
pledge of Sampson was declared in- 
operative because no funds were 
available to buy books.

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A complaint charging Dr. Clar- 
ence M. Westerman, a Burgeon 
with offices on the ninth floor of 
the Arcade Building, with violation 
of his physician’s permit to issue 
whisky prescriptions, was filed to- 


day with United States Commis- 
sioner Burke by prohibition agents. 
Dr. Westerman is widely known in 
local boxing and wrestling circles, 

The complaint specifically sets 
forth that Dr. Westerman, on sev- 
eral occasions, issued whisky pre- 
scriptions without first having ex- 
amined the prohibition agents who 
baught them. 

This is the first time in St. Louis 
the Governinent has sent its pro- 
hibition agents into a doctor's of- 
fice to see if they could obtain 
whisky prescriptions without ex- 
amination. Heretofore physicians 
have been proceeded against only 
when blank prescriptions bearing 
their names have been found in 
raided drug stores. 

Warrants Not Yet Issued. 

Warrants have not been issued, 
but Dr. Westerman was advised by 
Prohibition Administrator Dillon 
to report at the Federal Building 
today, prepared to give bond and 
to answer questions on the charges. 
Two warrants, it was said, would 
be issued when Dr. Westerman ap- 
peared. 

In the complaint, it is charged 
that Prohibition Agents Thomas 
Harris and J. L. Sears on Sept. 
10 went to Dr. Westerman’s office, 
where each obtained a whisky pre- 
scription without medical examina- 
tion On payment of §3 for each 
prescription. At 4:15 o'clock, on 
the same day, the complaint 
charges, the two agents returned 
to Dr. Westerman’'s office and got 
two additional prescriptions, at $3 
each. 

Three days later, it is charged, 
Sears returned to the office and ob- 
tained two whisky prescriptions for 
$3 each without examination. The 
day after that, the -omplaint states, 
Agent Charles E. Stanley and Sears 
went to the office and Stanley, in 
Sears’ presence, obtained two whis-

However, the Governor vetoed it, 
and it is dead.” 


In seconding and voting for a 
motion in the Transportation Sur- 
vey Commission to direct Engineer 
R. F. Kelxer Jr., to draw up a 
“contract ordinance,” a franchise 
under a new name, the effect of 
which likewise would be to close 
the door to home rule, the Mayor 
declared that he merely “wanted 
to see what the ordinance would be 
like,” and had in no sense commit- 
ted himself to its support. 

“Wait until I see the ordi- 
nance,” he said. “Then I can tell 
you what I think about it.’ 

He was asked if he believed it 
possible to grant a franchise in 
any form that would permit home 
rule, despite all the authoritative 
Opinion to the contrary. His re- | 
ply was: 

“I don’t know. That is just what 
I want to find out. I’m not a good 
enough lawyer to give an opinion. 
After I have conferred with Mr. 
Untermyer I expect to know more 
about it.””. He added that he had 
not yet communicated with Un- 
termyer, but expected to do so in 
the near future. 

“I want to get some expert ad- 
vice on the financial side of this 
question, too,” he continued. “I 
want to find out whether the com- 
pany will be able to refinance that 
bond issue which falls due in 1934. 
[ have been fortunate with some 
oil wells, and I had some good 
luck on the stock market and the 
horse races, but that doesn’t make 
me a financier.

mediate profit for the promoters, 
at the expense of the car riders. He 
was asked if he still felt the same 
way about it. 

“I don’t know whether I do or 
not,’ he said. “I don’t know what 
my Opinions are. I'want to do some 
more thinking about it. I expect 
to have something to say when the 
matter comes up.’’ 

It was suggested to him 
quite a number of things are 
already “up.” For instance, 14 
months of the two years which the 
Transportation Commission was al- 
lotted in which to make a study and 
report to the Board of Aldermen, 
have elapsed, and thus far the Com-

The Mayor remembered that it 
was nearly a year since he told 
the ‘Transportation Commission 
that it should immediately as- 
certain whether home rule was 
preferable to State control of 
transportation here. Since that 
time, however, he explained, his at- 
tention had been distracted by his 
campaign for renomination and re- 
election, and much of his time 
since the election had been con- 
sumed by job-hunters and the rou- 
tine of his office. 

He realized, he said, that the 
possibility of obtaining home rule 
for the city is a consideration 
which should outweigh such minor 
concerns as listening to job-hunt- 
ers, yet he immediately added: 
“But I feel that people who come 
here looking for jobs are entitléd 
to courteous treatment, and I in- 
tend to give it to them.” 

He said moreover, that he was 
aware of the commanding role 
which he may now be able to play 
in getting home rule for St. Louis, 
and intended to make full use of 
it. He agreed that, as Mayor, he 
probably holds the key to the 
situation. 

“And the people can count on 
me not to do anything that would 
postpone or prevent home rule for 
St. Louis,” he declared. 

“In other words, you will not in- 
dorse any franchise, contract or- 
dinance, or anything else that 
would renew the company’s vested 
right in the streets, and thus per- 
petuate State control of city trans- 
portation?” the reporter said. 

“Now, don’t ask me what I will 
support.” he retorted. “I don’t 
know what I will support. I don’t 
know whether I will be for a fran- 
chise or not. I am not sure wheth- 
er we can have home rule with a 
franchise or without one. I have 
told you a dozen times that [I am 
not ready to talk about the prob- 
lem at this time, and nobody can 
get me to talk about it.” 

Discussing what seeméd to be his 
inconsistency in repeatedly declar- 
ing for home rule, while support- 
ing the terminable permits bill and 
directing Kelker to draw up a 
“contract ordinance,” the Mayor 
remarked: “Did you ever try to 
beat three treys with three 
deuces?”’ 

The reporter couldn’t remember, 
and he wondered what connection 
it might have with the subject of 
the Mayor’s record on transporta- 
tion. 

“Well, it just Illustrates that men 
somnetimes make mistakes,” he said. 
But he flatly declined to indicate, 
in response to further questions, 
in which instance he believed he 
had made a mistake. 

In view of the Mayor’s repeated 
declarations that he had not had 
sufficient opportunity to study the 
questions involved in the transpor-

He 
had pointed out the wisdom of per- 
mitting the company to continue 
operation under the present fran- 
chise, and awaiting the develop- 
ments of the next few years in 
transportation before entering into 
further az7r2ements. Finally, he 
had declared that whatever ar- 
rangement that was made should 
be predicated on “a frank state- 
ment of the actual amount of 
money invested.” And all these 
emphatic ideas had been  ex- 
pressed by the Mayor two years 
ago. 

“Yes, and I’ve got some ideas 
now, but I’m not going to tell what 
they are,” he said. “I want to have 
them confirmed by someone who 
knows more about it than I do.” 

Then it was suggested that, in 
to himself, the Mayor 
should apprise the public of the 
nature of these ideas. But the 
Mayor laughed. 

“Don't worry about justice for 
me,” he said. “Little Vic can take 
care of himself without any help.”

print with McGauley’s prints, taken 
four years before, and announced 
the identification, 

Copies of the bottle print and 
the print of .McGauley’s middle 
right-hand finger were sent to the 
Department of Justice and Joyce's 
finding corroborated. J. Fidgar 
Hoover, director of the Bureau of 
Identification of the department, 
told a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
that he had never heard of an in- 
stance where two persons had 
identical markings on a single fin- 
ger, 


“If the Bureau has a latent fin- 
ger print, such as found on a 
whisky bottle, and a positive print, 
such as taken in police cases, and 
they are identical,” Hoover said, 
“there is absolutely no doubt that 
the prints were made by the same 
person.” 

Scotland Yard in London and the 
Paris Police Bureau agreed that a 
single fingerprint was sufficient for 
positive identification.

Lieut. Joyce’s analysis of the 
bottle print noted 11 points of sim- 
ilarity in ridge characteristics with 
that of McGauley’s print, whereas 
he said yesterday that six or seven 
points of similarity are universally 
accepted by experts as positive 
identification.

Joyce 
for the past year is one invented 
by himself, permitting the copying 
of prints from rounded and beveled 
surfaces. Joyce has discarded the 
camera in copying prints, holding 
that photographic reproduction re- 
duces a curved surface to a plane 
and thus distorts the characteris- 
tics of the print. Joyce sprays the 
print with aluminum dust and ap- 
plies to the print a strip of black 
tape coated with a paste of rubber 
and cement. A copy of the print, 
in aluminum, is thus recorded on 
the tape and the impression is cov- 
ered with a piece of transparent 
mica, producing a permanent rec- 
ord. 

Why Fingerprints Last. 

The human finger, Joyce ex- 
plained, constantly exudes oil. A 
finger tip touching any object 
leaves an oil reproduction of the 
ridges of the finger tip which is 
sometimes invisible except when 
seen through a microscope. The 
oil has peculiar lasting qualities 
causing a print to remain on an 
object indefinitely if not disturbed; 
and aluminum dust has the quality 
of adhering to this oil while not 
adhering to other matter, Joyce 
declared. 


In the case of the abandoned 
bottle, Joyce was doubtful today 
whether another print could be 
copied inasmuch as the aluminum 
dust and the pressure applied in 
taking the first print would tend 
to break up the oil deposit on the 
glass and perhaps make a second 
print illegible. However, the bottle 
with the vestiges of the print, is 
being carefully preserved, he said.

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SOVIET PLANE READY 
FOR PACIFIC FLIGHT 


Craft, on Way to New York, 
Reaches Kamchatka, Its : 
Last Ston in Asia. 


By the Associated Press. 
PETROPAVLOVSK, Siberia. Sept. 
19.—The Russian airplane Land of 
the Soviets, after a flight through 
storms with thunder, lightning and 
high winds, landed here yesterday 
after covering the $00-mile stretch 
across the treacherous sea of 
Okhotsk at an average speed of 


more than 100 miles an hour. 

Commander Semyon Shestakov, 
slot, with his companions, second 
pjliot P. E. Bolotov, Navigator B. 
V. Sterlingov and Mechanic D. V. 
Wufaev, were acclaimed by local 
-esidents, many of whom had 
1ever seen an airplane, ; 

The four Russian flyers, who 
nope to be the first In a heavier- 
than-air machine to cross the Pa- 
‘fic over an eastward -route, had 
their first taste of over-water fly- 
ing in coming from Nikolayevak- 
On-Amur. The wheels which they 
had used on the long flight from 
Moscow were exchanged there for 
pontoons.

In crossing this stormy section 
of the North Pacific the aviators

WHOLESALE GROCERS OPPOSE 
CHANGE IN PACKERS’ DECREE 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 19.— 
The American Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association voted unanimously at a 
called conventioa here yesterday to 
resist with “every proper effort 
along legal and other lines” the 
petition filed by packing interests 
before the United States Supreme 
Court by which the packers seek 
to have modified a consent decree 
of 1920 which required that they 
confine their activities solely to the 
meat packing business, 

Modification of the decree, the 
grocers contend, would make pos- 
sible a “condition of monopoly 
that would react to the detriment 
and injury of public welfare,” and, 
in a resolution adopted by a rising 
vote, the association called upon 
wholesale grocerymen to aid, finan- 
cially and otherwise, in the effort 
to defeat the proposed modifica- 
tion. Raising of a fund was staried.

Raphael Isaacs, associate director, 
working in conjunction with Dr. 
Elwood A. Sharp, director of the 
department of experimental medi- 
cine of Parke, Davis & Co. 

Study of patients in the institute 
receiving the treatment indicated 
that the blood-building agent in 
the new substance was more effec- 
tive by a considerable percentage 
than that which had been demon- 
strated in Iiver-treated patients. 
The use of liver has been recog- 
nized for some time as valuable in 
the treatment of pernicious anemia. 
Dr. Sturgis said that the work 
has not reached a stage where the 
extract is available for distribution 
to medical centers, practicing phy.

eral distribution should be pemsibie 
in the near future. 

The physician emphasized that 
the treatment does not constitute a 
cure. Like liver and kidney ex- 
tracts, dried stomach extract must 
be used as long as relief from the

stomach closely resembles bits of 
old sawdust and is practically 
tasteless. Concentration processes 
have been perfected which make 
necessary the use of but one ounce 
of the extract per day to prevent 
relapses on the part of the pa- 
tient. This ounce, it was said, ap- 
parently does the work of a pound 
of fresh liver and of about three 
ounces of the best concentrated 
liver extract so far prepared.

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COMPULSORY ARBITRATION 
CLAUSE SIGNED BY BRITAIN: 


CLASH OVER ARMY RESERVES 


Lord Cecil Proposes to League These Be In- 
cluded in Disarmament—Japan and 
France Oppose It. 


By the Associated Press, 

GENEVA, Sept, 19.—Signature 
of the optional clause of the World 
Court statute accepting the com- 


pulsory furisdiction of the court, 
by Peru, France, Great Britain, 
New Zealand, South Africa, India 
and Czecho-Slovakia was formally 
made today in the council cham- 
ber of the League of Nations. Th2 
ceremony was witnessed by a large 
gathering of the public, 

The Canadian representative, 
Senator Raoul Dandurand, ex- 
platned his inability to sign at the 
same moment. Canada had agreed 
to sign but instructions concern- 
ing the formula of reservation read 
by other members of the British 
commonwealth had not reached 
him, though he expected them 
hourly. 

The Australian delegate alo 
Stated that he could not sign the 
optional clause at the present stage 
because of the Government crisis 
in Australia. 

Arthur Henderson, British For- 
eign Secretary, read the formula 
of acceptance by the British Gov- 
ernment excluding disputes with 
other members of the British com. 
monwealth because .hese members 
“though international units indivy- 
idually in the fullest sense of the 
term are united by a common al- 
legiance to the Crown.” The clause 
also contained a -.roviso enabling 
disputes to be referred to the coun.- 
cil before being dealt with by the 
court to permit conciliation pro- 
cedure in the first instance. 

This formula was repeated by the 
representatives of New Zealand and 
South Africa, the latter adding that 
while they regarded disputes be 
tween members of the British com- 
monwealth judiciable by the World 
Court, they nevertheless preferred 
to settle them by other means. 
Sharp conflict of opinion arose 
in the League of Nations Disarma- 
ment Committee today when the 
British delegation moved to reopen 
the question of considering trained 
army reserves in seeking the basis 
for general disarmament. 

Lord Cecil presented the British 
proposal and was supported by the 
German delegation, but encount- 
ered quick opposition from the 
delegations of France, Italy and 
Japar. 

Lord Cecil described the ques- 
tion of disarmament as the corner- 
stone of the edifice of world peace 
and insisted that limitation of land 
forces, both personnel and ma- 
teriel, especially materiel, was the 
most important part of the dis- 
armament problems. 

Rene Massigli, young French 
delegate, presented his Govern- 
ment’s attitude toward the pro- 
posals outlined by Lord Cecil. He 
contended that it was not desirable 
to give the preparatory commis- 
sion instructions, while it was en- 
gaged in its program for disarma- 
ment. 

Progress Last Spring. 

The commission made progress 
at its last spring meeting, Massigli 
asserted, the fact that the British 
Government had changed its atti- 
tude on the problem of trained 
army reserves’ since this spring 
meeting was not a good reason for 
reopening the question. At some 
future time there might be another 
change in the British Government, 
he suggested, and another delega- 
tion with different ideas might 
come. 

The French on their part, he 
declared, were anxious to see the 
preparatory commission reach a 
successful agreement as soon as 
possible. 

The British position received the 
support of the German delegation, 
Count- von Bernstorff declaring 
that, if the preparatory commis- 
sion did not revise its program to 
include consideration of the limita- 


tion of land forces and material, 
the general conference, when 
called, would be a flat failure. 

Gen. Albert de Marinis, repre- 
senting [taly, supported the French 
position and disagreed with the 
view of Count von Bernstorff and 
Lord Cecil regarding the progress 
in the preparato:, commission. 

Japan also supported France, de- 
cClaring, through its spokesman, 
Baron Sato, that the present time 
was inopportune for instructing the 
preparatory commission to change 
the scope of its program. 

The resolution offered by Lord 
Cecil reads: 

“The assembly, being convinced 
that a progressive and general re- 
duction of armaments is urgently 
needed throughout the world ex- 
presses its hope that the prepara- 
tory commission will finish its la- 
bors at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, and considers that in com. 
pleting a draft disarmament con- 
vention it should consider how far 
the following principles have been 
or ought to be adopted: 

Contents of Resolution. 

“Application of the same prin- 
ciple to reduction or limitation of 
personnel and materiai, whether of 
land, sea or air forces. 

“Limitation of strength of a 
force whether by limiting its*num- 
bers, or period of tyaining, or both. 

“Limitation of material either 
directly by enumeration, or indi- 
rectly by budgetary limitation, or 
bt oth methods. 

“Recognition of a competent in- 
ternational authority to watch and 
report upon .he execution of the 
treaty. 

“Disarmament is the only direct 
and positive safeguard we can 
adopt against outbreak of war,”’ 
said Lord Cecil, presenting his res- 
olution. 

While some progress has been 
made in naval and air limitation 
since 1927, he Said; as far as he 
knew, there had been no progress 
in land reduction of limitation. 
Some critics might sa: even there 
had becn retrogression, while naval 
limitation is an important matter, 
even essential, he said this will not 
give th: security for peace and 
there must be limitation of land 
personnel and material before 
there is real security. 

It is proper and according to 
precedent for the assembly to give 
suggestions to the preparatory com- 
mission which might aid and expe- 
dite the commission’s work for dis- 
armament, Lord Cecil said. 

Economic Relations, 

Steps wero taken today at the 
League of Nations Assembly to 
bring to fruition previous sugges- 
tions for strengthening helpful 
economic relations among the na- 
tions. 

The concrete objectives. as dis- 
closed in the Assembly’s Commit- 
tee on Technical Organizations, are 
lowering of customs barriers and 
reduction of impediments to trade. 

The idea for international co-op- 
ereration in these ‘purposes is a 
comprehensive one, embracing pos- 
sible participation by the United 
States and other states which are 
not members of the League, as well 
as by League members. 

The plan has the support of most 
of the strong European Powers. It 
contemplates an ultimate world 
economic conference for which a 
tariff truce of two or three years 
is proposed as an essential prelim- 
inary. Government representatives 
as well as technical experts are ex- 
pected to participate in these ne- 
gotiationr for economic rapproche- 
ment. 

There ‘s still some disagreement 
as to the practical details of this 
scheme, but sentiment favoring a 
concerted movement to check the 
upward progress of tariffs and 
then to eff a reduction is strong- 


ly prevalent among the delegations.

STATE TO SPENI 
$1,600,000 ON 
COUNTY ROADS 


Pavement From Mehlville 
to Chain of Rocks Bridge, 
by Way of Lambert Field, 
Among Projects. 


PLANS ANNOUNCED 
BY CHIEF ENGINEER 


By End of 1930, County 
Will Have Disbursed $4,- 
000,000 of $10,000,000 


Bond Issue. 


Plans for expenditure by the 
State Highway Department of $1,- 
600,000 on hew roads in St. Louis 
County of importance to traffic, 
and for widening of existing State 
routes there during the rest of this 
year and in 1930 were made pub. 
lic today. 

During the same period, it was 
announced, the county will have 
completed expenditure of $4,000,- 
000 of the $10,000,000 county road 
bond issue voted last year. JDur- 
ing the next five years, according 
to plans discussed at a mecting of 
the new Joint Conference Com- 
mittee of the city and county 
Chambers of Commerce last night, 
the State Highway Department will 
have spent $8,000g000 on additional 
roads and widenings in the county, 
including the 1930 program, and 
the county bond issue will have 
been exhausted. 

While details of the county's 
road construction plans have not 
been made known, the State's plans 
are contained in a letter from Chief 
Engineer Cutler of the Highway 
Department to the County Court, 
made public by County Highway 
Engineer Jablonsky. Cutler re- 
ferred particularly to a new route, 
No. 77, which will run from Mehl- 
ville, on the Lemay Terry road, to 
the new Chain of Rocks Bridge by 
way of Sappington, Denny road and 
Kirkwood, Lambert-St.Louis Field 
and the vicinity of Spanish Lake. 

Other new routes mentioned by 
Cutler are No. 99, to run from 
Hall’s Ferry road and the city 
limits at Baden to the new Lewis 
Bridge at Fort Bellefontaine, 
crossing No. 77 =near Spanish 
Lake, and a route as yet not num- 
bered which will follow in general 
the course of Watson and Antire 
roads from the city limits to 
Eureka and-thence connect with 
Pacific and the present junction 
of routes Nos. 50, 66 and 47. 

List of Projects, 

Details of the State’s plans, di- 

vided into projects, with estimates 
of cost, are: 
No. 77, St. Charles road ata 
point about a mile east of Patton- 
ville to Dorsett road, 2.7 miles of 
grading, $82,000. 

No. 77, St. Charles road as above 
to Olive Street road, utilizing grad- 
ing already done south of Dorsett 
road, 4.66 miles of 20-foot concrete, 
$124,000. 

No. 77, via Denny road, between 
Olive Street and Manchester roads,

RAISE OWN COTTON 


$250,000,000 Turkestan 
Project Along American 
Lines Decided Upon by 


Soviet Government.

MOSCOW, Sept. 19.—Convinced 
that only by adoption of modern 
American irrigation methods can 
Russia produce sufficient cotton 
for its own needs, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment yesterday decided upon a 
gigantic irrigation enterprise in 
Russian Turkestan. 

The project will be carried out 
along the most approved American 
lines with a total expenditure of 
500,000,000 rubles. (about $250,- 
000,000). Arthur Powell Davis, 
formerly head of the United States 
Reclamation Service, was desig- 
nated to supervise this work, which 


will extend over a period of five 
years. It is expected to make fer- 
tile an arid section as large as the 
State of Massachusetts. 

Davis, who 18 years ago made 
a survey of irrigation areas in 
Turkestan for Czar Nicholas, will 
carry out a considerable part of 
his work in more isolated districts 
by airplane, 

60 Per Cent of Land in Cotton. 

The enterprise is expected to 
make the Soviet Union independent 
of the United States and Egypt for 
raw cotton supplies. Turkestan 
now yields about 50 per cent of 
the cotton requirements of Russia. 
Sixty per cent of the irrigated land 
will be devoted to cotton culture 
and the rest to production of wheat 
other cereals, fruits and vegetables. 

Davis, who built the East Bay 
Utility District irrigation project in 
California, which supplies water to 
nine cities, including Oakland, 
Berkeley and Alameda, will have 30 
American irrigation engineers un- 
der him. 

To irrigate the vast, sandy plains 
and plateaus of the Golodnaya 
steppes, which in Russian means 
“hungry desert,” Davis and his 
American assistants will flood mil- 
lions of acres of land with water 
from the 1500-mile-long Amudaria 
River, the largest stream in Asiatic 
Russia, which the natives call “the 
strewer of life,’ because it bears the 
same relation to them that the Nile 
does to Egypt. The Sirdaria River, 
which the inhabitants call .“the 
giver of cold,” will also be utilized. 

More than 10,000 cubic feet of 
water a second will be diverted 
from these rivers. 

Explains the Project. 

“The project,” Davis explained, 
“covers almost every square mile 
of arid area in Turkestan down to 
the Afghanistan boundary and 
northward to the forty-second par- 
allel, which is at the mouth of the 
Amudaria River, and includes the 


great plains over which Tamerlane, 
Alexander the Great and other war- 
riors marched.”

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EUROPE REDEEMS THE RADIO. 


There is a general notion in this country that 
Europe is a continent largely noted for busted statues 
and poor plumbing and that it can teach us nothing 
about anything. Such arrogance is rather rudely 
shattered by what Europe is doing with radio. Al- 
though radio’s enormous development took place in 
this country and we lead the world (see the Radio 
Show now being held at the Coliseum) in its me- 
chanistic perfection, Europe has shown us how to 
employ it as a medium for artistic and educational 
purposes. 

In Europe radio is on a noncommercial basis. It 
is operated by the state and listeners pay a small 
tax for permission to listen in. This tax in Ger- 
many is 50 cents a month. In other countries it is 
cheaper. From the revenue thus derived it is pos- 
sible to present the finest programs obtainable with- 
out the annoyance of advertisers’ interpolations. Says 
Paul Schubert in the Saturday Evening Post: 

An American, tuning down through the Euro- 
pean broadcast band, hears a new kind of radio, 
curiously unfamiliar, yet curiously attractive. It 
it like straying into one Continental concert 
hall after another, with side excursions into 
gilded opera houses, lecture rooms and gay va- 
riety shows; it is a babel of 30 polyglot tongues, 
with music the great international language. 

. . « Missing are hours, signatures, vo-do-do-deo 

quartettes, crooning messages of good will, 

pauses for station announcements, call letters, 
whispering tenors... 

There are exceptions to the general rule of Euro 
pean broadcasting. In France, Spain. Belgium and 
Holland, radio is used for commercial purposes and 
the programs are palpably inferior to those of Ger- 
many and other countries where listwpers pay a 
small sum to be entertained. There is every reason 
to believe that listeners are highly content to pay 
for their amusement, and though radios are easy to 
conceal it is exceedingly rare for listeners to evade 
the nominal charge. “Public opinion,” says Mr. Schu- 
bert, “is contemptuous of dark listeners; they are 
classed with the mythical meanest thief.” 

An evening at a European radio set presents a 
most varied and colorfal menu. Europe is compara- 
tively small, stations are few and powerful, and a five- 
tube portable set in Paris or Berlin will bring in almost 
all of the 23 nations which broadcast. Thus a lis 
tener may hear a variety show at Frankfort-on-Main, 
a musical comedy at 
Stockholm, a performance of “Rigoletto” at Stuttgart, 
gypsy orchestras at Budapest or an opera being sung 
in that operatic Mecca, La Scala in Milan. Of course, 
there are all sorts of educational features, language 
lessons, political gossip, news bulletins, sports and 
domestic items, police announcements and econcmic 
and financial discussions. 

The obvious moral for us is drawn by Editor and 
Publisher, thus: 

In the United States, according to the radio 
broadcasting press agents, there are 20,000,000 
receiving sets. This is probably an exaggeration. 
But if there are half that number and each would 
pay 50 cents per month for program material 
we would have $50,000,000 per annum for our en- 
tertainment, even though Uncle Sam might claim 
ten millions for the job of collecting the cash and 
administering the broadcasting business. Could 
we have wonderful entertainment on an expen- 
diture of $140,000 per day? Indeed. yes, the best 
that the world of talent affords. . . And what 
a relief to get a piece of music without having 
some advertising message crammed into one’s 


ears, whether or not the listener be in a mood 
to récéive it. 


It is a fact that commercial usage of the radio in 
the United States has rendered this new medium. 
except fn isolated instances, a nuisance and a bore. 
Radio advertising ranges from the cheapest kind of 
outright peddling to the rather dignified “good will” 
program, but the selling motif is always present. To 
sit out an evening at a radio set in this country is 
to suffer a continual assault upon one’s “sales re- 
sistance” and to be bombarded by the various schemes 
of the high-pressure boys to open one’s pocketbook. 
In addition to that, we must endure the constant 
bickering among stations jealous of one another's 
advertising contracts or wave-lengths, and the antics 
of eccentrics who manage to get hold of broadcast- 
ing stations. 

We wonder if advertisers wouldn’t be glad to be 
rid of the radio business altogether and if radio com- 
panies wouldn't welcome some new and better system 
of broadcasts. After all, the latter are interested in 
selling radio sets and, unless radio programs are 
worth hearing, who wants a radio set? If poverty- 
stricken Europeans are glad to pay a small sum 
yearly (less than the cost of two tickets to the Fol- 
lies) for really worth-while programs, certainly we 
would welcome such a system as a privilege.

THE NAVAL AGREEMENT. 

Details of the naval agreement between the United 
States and Great Britain reveal the interesting fact 
that what could not be agreed upon at a naval con- 
ference two years ago is agreed upon now. 

It was impossible to agree at Genera that the 
United States should have fewer large cruisers and 
England more small ones, but this is exactly what 
has been agreed upon under the eyes of Mr. Hoover 
and Premier MacDonald. 
build all or most of the 15 10,000-ton cruisers au- 
thorized by the last Congress and arm them with 
eight-inch guns, while Britain is to have 10 per cent 
more cruiser tonnage in smaller ships armed with 
six-inch guns. The principle is apparently to match 
quantity against quality. Even so, to come down to 
the ratio agreed upon, England will have to scrap 
some ships, fail to replace others and postpone the 
construction of still others. She insisted at the 
Geneva conference that the necessities of the two 
countries are not the same, since the British Empire 
is world-wide and the British Isles are dependent 
for food upon security at sea. That is true, and 
America has admitted it. : 

Such an agreement need not wait upon other na- 
tions. Japan, which is in complete accord with the 
plan to reduce Anglo-American navies, is the only 
nation which could upset such an agreement. She 
will not do so. For her to increase her naval power 
would not merely involve her in costs to which she 
is unequal, it would also provoke Australia to in- 
crease naval protection. Japan is therefore content. 
What France and Italy do is equally outside such an 
agreement. The Prench are primarily interested in 
submarines and the Italians are merely trying to 
balance French naval power in the Mediterranean. 
Those are matters which will annoy the five-power 
conference shortly to be held, but they will not seri- 
ously affect the Anglo-American agreement. 

It will, of course, be pointed out that the auxiliary 
strength of Britain on the sea will still remain far 
in excess of our own. That will be true; Britain 
has a much larger merchant marine. It will be true 
that the British will have more naval bases. Those 
are considerations the importance of which could 
hardly be exaggerated without the services of a 
William B. Shearer. An argument over them would, 
as the New York morning World says, be intermin- 
able. Says the World: “The British have more ships, 
but the United States has more wheat, meat and raw 
materials. Sensible persons will hold, we believe, 
that our natural resources are at least an equivalent 
factor. The superiority of British naval bases exists; 
but this superiority is at least balanced by the strate- 
gic superiority of our self-contained continental posi- 
tion over the scattered position of the British Em- 
pire.”

Mr. Root’s formula makes 
it a little easier for the other nations to do what they 
have hitherto refused to do, but nothing can disguise 
the plain fact that to get America in the other na- 
tions have agreed to take her on her own terms. The 
special terms offered the United States provide that: 

No advisory opinion on any question touching 
American interests, nor any question in which 
the United States may claim to have an interest, 
shall be asked for until the League has in- 
formed the United States of the intention to seek 
such opinion from the court; and authority shall 
be given for the exchange of views on the subject 
between the United States Government and the 
League. 

If the objections of the United States cannot 
be met, the United States shall have the right to 
withdraw its membership in the World Court 
“without any imputation of its unfriendliness or 
unwillingness to co-operate generally for peace 
and good will.” 

No such inducements have been made to any other 
nation to join. The Springfield (Mass.) Republican 
thinks the terms are so liberal that the Senate may 
look upon them with a suspicion that “the world is 
trying to put salt on the eagle's tail.” Only captious- 
ness, of course, could interpose further objection to 
joining if the United States really has the will to par: 
ticipate in an international! tribunal designed to weld 
the world into a single society. Apparently we have

terests are so vast, that we are afraid the court will

NY Englishman who has been in the 
A rave of visiting America at intervals 

during the last quarter of a century 
will have noticed that whereas originally 
the Mr. Babbitt of the Pullman smoker 
would in discussing the foreign relations 
of the United States speak of, say, Britain 
—more rarely Germany or France—differ- 
entiating between the European countries, 
he is much more apt now, whether it be 
a matter of debts, or disarmament, #r 
tariff, or trade, to speak simply of 
“Eurgpe.” Where formerly in his censors 
lous moods he talked of “those bloody 
Britishers,” he now talks of the “damned 
Europeans.” 

This tendency of Americans to think in 
terms of “Europe,” 
constituent countries, was, of course, great- 
ly strengthened by the circumstances of 
the war. America became involved in 
problemns which were French or Belgian 
as much as they were British, and so in 
the true sense European; and later, after 
the peace, she declined to participate in 
measures—like the creation of the League 
—which, again, were not’ British, but 
European, if not world-wide. The ques- 
tions arising out of debts and reparations 
are European questions, not merely Brit- 
ish; and Anglo-American naval rivalry 
comes quickly to involve France and other 
countries quite as much; it becomes a 
difficulty with “Europe.” 

Alike in Europe and America, we have 
slipped into the habit of assuming, not 
merely that America is now “the big notse,” 
indubitably the most powerful single na- 
tional unit in the world, having captured an 
economic predominance which yesterday 
was Britain's, but that this predominance 
is bound to be permanent because it is 
inherent In the nature of things—in Amer- 
ican superiority of natural resources, in 
more fortunate situation, in physical ad- 
vantages denied to Europe. 

Now tnere is plainly a confusion here, 
That America actually is wealthier 
4han any state known to history; more 
powerful than any European state—all this 
is beyond question. But it is also beyond 
question that this is not due to natural 
physical advantage, but to something else. 

Make even a cursory comparison. No- 
where is Europe cursed with the vast 
stretches of aridity which used to be 
marked upon the school maps of the tast 
generation as “the Great American Desert.” 
Nowhere on our continent can one travel 
for whole days and nights in a train with- 
out seeing a blade of green grass, or any 
green thing that is not artificially sus- 
tained, as one can when one leaves West- 
ern Texas on the southern route to Cali- 
fornia. On the whole, Europe has a richer 
soil than America. Water and land are 
far better distributed in this continent for 
human purposes than they are on the other 
side of the Atlantic. The American Med- 
iterranean is not open freely to two oceans 
as in ours; our Great Lakes, the Mediter- 
ranean, are not enclosed for six months in 
the year by ice as are America’s. Our 
river system is far better/adapted for trans- 
portation—and so one might go on. There 
is a greater density of population in Fu- 


rather than of its \ 


rope, it is true, but density of population 


is often a distinct economic advantage, as 


the tendency of population to group itself 


into small areas, which we see even in new 


countries like Australia, and America itself, 
shows. 

The undoubted superiority of America 
and its economic predominance today are 


not to be explained by superiority of natural 


resources, but by a political fact (which 


gives rise, be it hoted, to an economic one). 
The States have political unity; Europe has 
not. If the course ®f historical develop- 
ment in North America had been more 


like that of South America, so that En- 
glish-speaking America had been as much 
divided as is Spanish-speaking America; if, 
in what is now the United States, 
existed, not one nation, but a dozen rival 
nations—as south of the Mexican border 
there are more than a dozen different na- 
tions—we should nat now be talking about 
American power and its predominance in 
the world. North America would figure 
for very little more in such terms than 
does South America. 

But the physical conditions would be 
precisely the same—the same soil and air 
ahd water and raw materials of wealth. 
They would, however, because of a purely 
political fact, be exploited in an entirely 
different way. Large-scale industry, as 
we know it in America, would not exist. 
if Henry Ford had had to drive his car, 
not over indifferent country roads, but 
over a dozen hostile tariff barriers, into 
states, each one of which was determined 
to have its own patriotic 100 per cent Hen- 
ry Ford, and if Massachusetts had always 
been talking of the competition of its trade 
with that of Pennsylvania or Michigan— 
well, of course, thera, would have been no 
Henry Fords. a 

If we are to Yet any clear idea of the 
relative potential strength of Europe as 
compared to America, we must imagine 
Europe achieving at last some unity com- 
parable to that which a happier history 
has already achieved for the States. In 
that event we should, leaving Russia out 
of account, have on this side of the world 
a unit of 250,000,000 people. 

But, whatever the degree of unification 


which is achieved, it is all but certain that | 
British policy will oscillate between an at- | 


tempt to aid the process of unification 
and the attempt to keep clear of entangle- 
ment and to form, with America, a body 
detached from Europe, having no part in 
its efforts to form an orderly society. For, 
if we are to co-operate in the formation 
of a society, we are entangled: if each 
member is “isolated and independent,” 
there can be no unified society. 

The final outcome, let us hope, will be 
the co-operation of the whole of Western 
or Westernized civilization to the end of 
creating an orderly and workable human 
society.

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SECRETARY OF LABOR URGES 
UNEMPLOYMENT BE REMEDIED 


Tells Industrial Lenders Anti-Trust 
Laws Should Be Changed If They 
Cause Lack of Work. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 19. —Un- 
employment, notably in the coal 
and textile industries, will seriously 
affect the nation’s purchasing pow- 
er unless corrective measures are 
taken, Secretary of Labor James J, 
Davis declared yesterday in an ad- 
dress before the American Indus- 
trial Lenders’ Association, in an- 


nual convention here. 

Davis said the Sherman  anti- 
trust laws should be closely studied 
and if they were found to be a 
contributing cause of unemploy- 
ment they should be modified or 
repealed. 

The Secretary brought a message 
from President Hoover urging 
members of the association to work 
for “any legislation that might 
benefit the country.” The speaker 
said Mr. Hoover had accomplished 
more in the first six months in of- 
fice than any of the three Presi- 
dents under whom he had served.

IN TAXES INDICATED

A $1,400,000 in this 
year’s tax collections for the city 
was indicated in tax bills, on a to- 
tal assessment of $1,205,665,730 as 
of June 1, 1928, sent by the Asses- 
sor today to the Comptroller for 


ehecking. 

The bills will be payable up to 
[ +» 15. Probably a month will be 
consumed before the 202,340 bills 
get to the Collector for mailing to 
taxpayers, 

Assessments on real estate 
amounted to $1,042,925,560, and on 
personal property, to $162,742,170. 
Last year’s collections were based 
on assessments as of June 1, 1927, 
totaling $1,172,002,100, of which 
$1,001,326,110 was in real estate 
and $170,675.990 in personal prop- 
erty. 

Taxes collectible this year were 
computed, on the basis of $2.69 on 
the $100 valuation with the ex- 
ception of steamboat property, at a 
total of $32,429,562, of which $1.- 
567,365 goes to the State, $10,489,- 
291 to the schools ani $20,372,904 
to the city. 

Steamboat property was assessed 
at a valuation of $179,000 for this 
year’s collections, and at $164,240 
for last year. It is taxed $1.10 
on the $100 valuation. 

Assessments last year, with that 
exception, were computed at $2.62 
this year. The increase, however, 
does 10t benefit city revenues 
proper but goes to schools and 
financing of bond issues. 

Last year’s total taxes amounted 
to $30,703,959, of which $1,640,- 
802 went to the State, $10,079,218 
to the schools and $18,983,337 to 
the city. 

The figures for this year do not 
include public utilities, which are 
assessed by the State Board of 
Equalization. An increase is ex-. 
pected this year. Last year’s pub- 
lic utilities taxes amounted to $2,- 
183.336’ on an assessment of $93,- 
333,437. This included $1,370,001 
for the city, $116,666 for the State 
and $716,667 for the schools.

NEEDED IN THIS AREA 


Will Be Required to Ship Mis- 
souri-Kansas Products, 
Board Is Told. 


More than 260,000 freight cars 
will be needed to haul grains and 
grain products, livestock and pack- 
ing house products, and petroleum 
and its products from the Missouri- 
last 
three months of 1929, according to 
estimates made by the various com- 
modity committees of the Trans- 
Missouri-Kansas Shippers’ Board, 
which held its quarterly meeting 
yesterday at Hotel Jefferson. 

The shippers, who are organized 
throughout the country to co-oper- 


American Railway Association, re- 
port, in nearly every case, an in- 
crease in shipments over the same 
period in 1928. In addition to 
products already mentioned, there 
are a dozen others that will fill 
more than 60,000 freight cars orig- 
inating in the Missouri-Kansas dis- 
trict. 

Grain and its products will fill 
an estimated number of 111,590 
cars. Livestock and packing- 
house products will be next with 
87.435 cars and petroleum and its 
products will require 58,732 cars. 

Reporting on finance and credit 
at the meeting, O. M. Atteberry, 
Deputy Governor of the Federal 
Reserve Bank here sald: 

“This year borrowing for financ- 
ing agriculture will be of consid- 
erable proportions, both because of 
the large size of the chief crops 
and relatively high prices being 
realized for them. In the instance 
of winter wheat, borrowing has al- 
ready been in heavy volume, great- 
er, in fact, than during preceding 
seasons. This is accounted for by 
the rapidity with which grain has 
moved from the fields, a desire on 
the part of holders to postpone 
marketing until a more favorable 
outlet developed, and heavy carry- 
over inventories 
and elevator interests from the 
1928 crop. One very large hank 
which specializes in this class of 
business, reported that its grain 
loans outstanding toward the mid-

The Congress is organized en- 
tirely in accordance with party 
policy. The parties appeal to the 
voters in behalf of their platforms. 
Tn2 people make the.r choice on 
those issues, Unless those who 
are elected on the same party 
platform associate themselves to- 
gether to carry out its provisions, 
the election becomes @ mockery. 
The independent voter who has 
jo-nec with others in placing a 
party nominee in office finds his 
efforts were all in vain if the per- 
son he helps elect refuses or neg- 
lects to keep the platform pledges 
of his party. 

Many occasions arise in the 
Congress when party lines are 
very properly disregarded, but if 
there is to be a responsible gov- 
ernment proceeding in accordance 
with the express mandate of the 
people, and not merely at the 
whim of those who happen to be 
victorious at the polls, on all the 
larger and important issues there 
must be party solidarity. Itis the 
business of the President as party 
leader to do the best he can to 
see that the declared party plat- 
form purposes are translated into 
legislattve and administrative ac- 
tion. Oftentimes I secured sup- 
port from those without my party 
and had opposition from those 
within my party, in attempting to 
keep my platform pledges.

Under our system it ought to 
be remembered that the power to 
initiate policies has to be central- 
ized somewhere. Unless the party 
leaders exercising it can depend 
on loyalty and organization sup- 
port, the party in which it is re- 
posed will become entirely inef- 
fective. A party which is inef- 
fective will soon be discarded. If 
a party is to endure as a_ serv- 
iceable instrument of government 
for the country, it must possess 
and display a healthy spirit of 
party loyalty. Such a manifesta- 
tion in the Congress would do 
more than anything else to re- 
habilitate it in the esteem and 
confidence of the country. 


Should Not Fetter President. 

T is natural for man to seek 
| vower. It was because of this 

trait of human nature that the 
founders of our institutions pro- 
vided a system of checks and bal- 
ances, They placed all their pub- 
lic officers under constitutiona! 
limitations» They had little fear 
of the courts and were inclined to 
regard legislative bodies as the 
natural champions of their lib- 
erties. They were very appre- 
hensive that the executive might 


seek to exercise arbitrary powers. 
Under our Constitution such fears 
have seldom been well founded. 
The President has tended to be- 
come the champion of the people 
because he is held solely responsi- 
ble for his acts, while in the Con- 
gress, where responsibility is di- 
vided, it has developed that there 
is much greater danger of ar- 
bitrary action, 

It has therefore become increas- | 
ingly imperative that the Presi- 
dent should resist any encroach- 
ment upon his constitutional pow- 
ers. One of the most important 
of these is the power of appoint- 
ment. The Constitution provides 
that he shall nominate and, by 
and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, appoint. A con- 
stant pressure is exerted by the 
Senators to make their own nom- 
inations, and the Congress is con- 
stantly proposing laws which un- 
dertake to deprive the President 
of the appointive power. 

Different departments and bu- 
reaus are frequently supporting 
measures .that.would make of 
them self-perpetuating bodies to 
which no appointments could be 
made that they did not originate 
While I have always sought co-op 
eration and advice, ! have like 
wise resisted these efforts, some 
times by refusing to adopt recom- 
mendations and sometimes by the 
exercise of the veto power. 

One of the farm relief bills, and 
later a public health measure, had 
these clearly unconstitutiona! lim- 
itations on the power of appoint- 
ment. In the defense of the 
rights and liberties of the people, 
it is necessary for the President 
to resist all encroachments upon 
his lawful! authority.

LL of these trials and en- 


couragements come to each 

President. It is impossible to 
explain them. Even after pass- 
ing through the Presidential of- 
fice, I find it still remains a mys- 
tery. Why one person is select- 
ed for it and many others are re- 
jected cannot be told. Why peo- 
ple respond as they do to its in- 
fluence seems to be beyond in- 
quiry. Any man who has been 
placed in the White House cannot 
feel that it is the result of his 
own exertions or his own merit. 
Some power outside and beyond 
him becomes manifest through 
him. As he contemplates the work- 
ings of his office, he comes to 
realize with an increasing sense 
of humility that he is but an in- 


strument in the hands of God.
